Boston and Maine Railroad to Fill 


Part of North Kill Pond. 


Tor a long tine it bis been a well 


known fact that the Boston and Maine 
railroad waa fiudiag li bard work to ac- 
commodate the increasing freight Jbnai- 
ress ov«r tbe two ktiacks between No- 
ble's island and tbe depot of thia city. 
e pert of tbe way there being but one 
track, and that several different method* 
have been suggested to relieve the eor.- 
gestioo. One of the first ideas suggested 
waa an elevated track rver tbe Ports- 
mouth bridge and striking tbe main 
track again somewhere near the button 
factory. This wsa found to be imprac- 
ticable, and becaute of tbe expei se 
other schemes were thought ont. 
Tbe 


vailroad owns to the center of tbe North 
Mill pond a sheet.of water which causes 
tbe people in that section much anno} - 
anee by disagreeable odors during tbw 
summer, and tbe management propose* 
to fill it in so faa as tbeir line will admit. 
This vill give tbe rosd a monstrous- 
freight yard, one in which it can do all 
the work without being crowded, and 
where loaded coal curs can be left witL- 
ont interference with passenger train* 
on either the main line or Concord 
branch. 


When this is completed tbe road will 


rnn a track in nearly a straight line 
carosa to Noble's island with only a short 
bridge to build, titfasjsnect there with 
the mainf linens it leaves the Porls- 
mouth-Eittery bridge This will allow 
all the tbrcspi freight traffic to be takei> 
from its presect route through the city 
and facilitate tbe bandling of coal trains 
It is understood ibat much-of the nem 
sand bank ^fffieb tbe road purchased a 
short time ago in Hampton for gravel 
and proved to h$ nearly all sand, will be 
damped into the North Mill pond and 
the place filled up as fast as possible.—-

FIRST-CLASS SHEEP. 


Skm*4 Car* K e i r » d in 


Altbouxb t»»y t» H«»dl». 


Sbeep are the most pleasant stock on 


the farm to handle, especially if the 
flock Is a choice otfe. composed of good 
individuals and each is known to the 
owner. But sheep require skilled care. 
It is not necessary to have elaborate 
sheds, but the sheep should hat* 9 
come - over them which will exclude 
rain. This is very essential. Otherwise 
the sheds do not have to be extra 
tight 
They should be dry and well 


ventilated. At the time of year when \ 
the young begin to put in their appear- ] 
ances the flock will repay the closest at- 
• 


tention. A little care then may save 
the prize winner at some future show. : 
A little neglect may lose the lamb that 
would have brought success and fame 
as a breeder. 


Ewes due to laaib soon should be 


separated from the main* flock and kept 
by themselves. 
The careful shepherd 


will know within a day or two when 
each ewe will yean, at which 
time 


each ewe should be kept in a separate 
inclosure. 
These inclosures may be 


made of planed boards 4 inches' wide 
and 5 feet 4 inches long. The divisions 
should be 38 inches high. 
Place one 


board at top and one at bottom, then 
the second board 2% inches from the 
bottom board, and the third board 
three 
inches 
from 
the 
second. 


This makes a hurdle that 
will 


exclude lambs and keep each ewe and 
her lambs by themselves. 
Each ewe 


will have a chance to become acquaint- 
ed with her lambs. They should be kept 
in these close pens with them two or 
three days before turning out with the 
ewe and lamb flock. They should be 
fed lightly on bran and hay, but no 
concentrated feed. 
When turned into 


the lamb lot their feed must be in- 
creased, as ewes require good 
feed 


when raising lambs. 


Bran and oats, either ground or 


•whole, makes an acceptable ration. To 
this may be added corn, not over one- 
half in bulk. Corn will do for ewes af- 
ter they yean, if not fed exclusively. 
But corn will rutu a flock of ewes if 
fed before yeaning in" any considerable 
quantity. Corn fodder makes a most 
excellent feed for sheep for a rough- 
ness, and when this is combined with 
choice well kept clover hay the flock 
should thrive. 
The amount of feed 


for sheep" varies with the breed. For 
a flock averaging 150 I should recom- 
mend for a dally ration all the corn 
fodder they will eat in the morning, 
all the clover hay they will eat at nigh.$< 
and 1% pounds bran, oats and corn 
equal parts of weight, fed in two feeds, 
morning and evening. 
This should 


keep them in flesh and produce milk 
enough to suckle a lamb very nicely. 
If they are so fortunate as to have two 
lambs, add one-half pound more of the 
grain mixture. 


The lambs should be docked when 


about one week old, and it is best to 
dock close The man that cuts them 
oft at the last joint will not miss it 
much, and the male lambs should "be 
castrated before they are three Weeks 
old, if the flock is not a registered one 
and used for breeding purposes. The 
lambs should be provided with a lamb 
creep. This consists of a pen some- 
thing similar to that used for lamb- 
Ing Bens for the ewes, only it should 
be larger rt there is any considerable 
number of lambs. In this have troughs 
for the feed, which may consist of the 
same as fed the ewes, only the corn 
and oats should be ground.

At such times, U 
the bottom la nallM on, then U no 
tvay of making a rlt-au job of it but to 
take all the bees au»l combs out «f Ute 
hue, H troublesome job and ftometlmec 
resulting m injury to colony-, especially 
if the \r*aibt»r be cold. If th* floor 
board l»c loose, it it> au easy thing to 
raihe the line and put a c-leau door 
board in place of the dirty oue, then 
nf tor the dirty one is clerjitHl if can b* 
given to another hive, and so on. Tue 
practice of tiering up hives, having 
them two or more gtorfe* high, is be- 
coming more aud more common all the 
time, and there is no possibility of do- 
ing this unless the floor board be 
separate from the hive. 


THE PHILOftOIHY Of LIFE. 


FLOOR FOB BEE HIVE. 


There are, however, times when it Is 


very desirable to have the floor boa«tp 
secured to the hive. Those who haul 
hives to and from ont-apiarles must 
have the floor fast to the-hlve, so- thero 
is no danger of bees getting out There 
may l*p other times Avben, it is neces- 
sary to ua\e the floor fast to the Wve, 
but most of theJtiuie I would rather 
have the floor separate. 
It is not a. very hard tiling .to have 


hives so made that the floors shall be 
loose most of tbti. time, but fastened 
securely to the hi ye when needed. For- 
merly 1 fastened the floors to my hives 
with screws when I \vanted to haul 


then took the screws out \vhe» 


they were- not needed. But I fouuti 
otrt a better and less expeusHe way. I 
now fasten them with staples, whlqh 
can be boujjlit'for 10 cents a pound or 
less. The staples are what are some- 
times called tobacco staples, and some- 
times they go by other names. They 
are the samft as double pointed tacks, 
only on a larger scale. The staples I 
use are 1% inches wide, and the two 
le-£s jure seven-eights of an Inch, long. 
Of course, assize' n little different from 
this would answer. When a staple is 
dm 011 in, one leg in the hive aud one 
In the floor board. It holds as" firmly as 
a nail driven in, perhaps more so. Jt 
is driven In not quite tnll depflij an$ 
then it is yery "easily drawn out. Fol 
aanlinj?, four staples are used to fasten 
the floor to the Inve, but for a hhe that 
is merelv to be carried into the cellar 
too A\ill do, one about the middle at 
each side.

The Touj;he*t Hors**. 


"Dun 
colored horses are not 
the 


prettiest by any means, but my experi- 
ence has been,J"said Colonel William 
F. Cody, when in Washington recent- 
ly "that Jthey are the toughest of the 
horse kingdom. 
An ordinary dun 


horse will wear out three other horses. 
Put as much work on him as yon may, 
he never looks as well or as tidy m 
appearance as a bay, a chestnut, black, 
gray or white, but as far as service is 
concerned he rill run the others to a 
standstill. 
This is my experience on 


the plains, in the cavalry service, and 
is my experience in the show business, 
where I have nearly 500 horses. 


"Dun horses are somewhat rare, but 


when they can be picked up I would 
advise that they be bought, especially 
when the question of wear and tear is 
considered. They are, as I said be- 
fore, not strong as far as looks are in- 
volved, but for cavalrymen looks have 
to take a back seat alongside of wear. 
The cavalrymen who are soon, I hope, 
to ride over Cuba, will find that my 
Indorsement of dun horses is of some 
value"' 


fop Kmrly Plant*. 


Tho hotbed should bo located in 


sonic sheltered placo protected from 
the chilly winds and where therp is 
plenty of sunshine. Good sa'-h will bo 
needed to protect the plants from feolrt. 
The frame for the bqlVod may be 
made about four foot -wide and as long 
ns desired. The best heatSnc material 
is strawy horse manure. This should 
be placed at the bottom of the frame, 
from one to three feet deep, according 
to the amount of heat required. This 
should be packed down and revered 
vyith several inches of good soil fnora 
the woods. After the hotbed ig thor- 
oughly warm and the heat begins to 
subside it is ready for the seeds. We 
have had tomato plants appear above 
ground in just tthwe days afjter sowing 
the seed with tfee JhSerrnofflftter at 125 
" -prees, but ilheretia danger of born- 
injr-the seed a£-thi^ iempeTature; 70 
degrees is about tho, proper tempera- 
tuie to maintain for the best results. 
With a little expewnce one can soon, 
learn to handle a liotji&l successfully.

The process is an old one which 
has fallen into disuse, but which has re- 
cently taken on anew lease of life, large- 
ly through the effort* of several concerns 
which are selling cans specially devis»d 
for the purpose. These cans vary more 
or less to minor details, which, However, 
do not appear to affect the character of 
their work. The process is the same in 
each case. The milk is dUuted with .an 
equal or with a greater bulk of 'water; 
the mixture is allowed to stand two 
hours or more and' is then skimmed by 
drawing off the skim milk. The advan- 
tages claimed for the method are re- 
duced cost; tesseried labor, durability and 
the obviation of ice storage and use.

A PROTECTORATE FOR CUBA. 


Hmnired Till He Stopped Kicking-. 
A case of youthful depravity has re- 


cently come to public notice at Turn- 
ers Falls, Mass.

Two months ago two young men.

known sewing machine company. They 
were apparently selling a high-grade 
machine for $10. They declared that 
this was an exclusive offer made to 
the Sioux Indians and would not ap- 
ply to 'h« whites. 
They explained 


that the scheme was promoted by a re- 
ligious society in the East, which was 
paying the 
difference 
between the 


manufacturer*' coat and the price de- 
manded of the Indians for the ma- 
chine. 


One hundred and sixty fine sewing 


machines were sold by the enterpris- 
ing swisdlers. For each machine $10 
was collected. Now a collector of tbe 
company has arrived to investigate 
the situation. He has 160 leases for as 
many machines, on eaca of which $10 
has been credited as first payment. 
Fifty dollars is still due on each. 


The swindle was a very smooth one. 


In each instance the Indian'purchasers 
were required to sign a "testimonial" in 
order that the religious society might 
have evidence that the machines had 
been placed according to the sales- 
men's statement. 
These testimonials 


now prove to be the leases which the 
Investigating agent is looking up. They 
are the regulation leases that go with 
all machines throughout the country 
where they are purchased on time. No 
title is vested in the holder of the 
machine under this form of. lease. The 
Indians who secured machines under 
the deal merely rented them, signing 
a contract with the company by which 
they were to secure fu.ll title whenever 
the money paid in -*at, from month to 
month, equalled the full selling price 
of *he machine. Now the agent has 
the worst contract of his life trying to 
explain the situation and secure tbe 
return of the machines. 
Under the 


company's rules the fist $10 collected 
on the sale of a "time" machine always 
goes to the selling agent, so the head- 
quarters agent shipped the whole car- 
load of machines, the young swindlers 
delivered them, collected their $10 on 
each machine, and immediately disap- 
peared. 


The Leaky Mineurl Hirer. 


F. R. Spearman writes of "Queer 


American Rivers" in St Nicholas. Mr. 
Spearman says: 


With all its other eccentricities, the 


Missouri River leaks badly; for you 
know there are leaky rivers as well as 
leaky boats. 
The government en- 


gineers once measured the flow of the 
Missouri away up m Montana, and 
again some hundred miles further 
down stream. To their surprise, they 
found that the Missouri, instead 
ot> 


growing bigger down stream, as every 
rational river should, was actually 
20,000 second-feet smalled at the lower 
point. 


Now, while 20,000 second-feet could 


be spared from such a tremendous 
river, that amount of water makes a 
considerable stream of itself. Many 
very celebrated rivers never had so 
much water in their lives. 
Hence 


there was great amazement when the 
discrepancy was discovered. 
But of 


late years Dakota farmers away to the 
south and east of those points on the 
Missouri, sinking artesian wells, found 
immense volumes of water wliere the 
geologists said there wouldn't be any. 
So it is believed that the farmers have 
tapped the water leaking from that 
big hole in the Missouri River away up 
in Montana; and from these wells they 
rrigate large tracts of land, and, natu- 
rally, they don't want the river-bed 
mended. Fancy what a blessing it is, 
when the weather is dry, to have a 
river boiling out of your well, ready to 
flow where you want it over the wheat- 
fields! For of all manner of work that 
a river can be put to, irrigation is, I 
think, the most useful. But isn't that 
a queer way far the Missouri to wan- 
der about underneath the ground?

country. Upon this assumption, larga 
auma of money were, invested in the 
production of sugar, for which the 
United States furnished the only mar- 
ket. But, without notice, or the ob- 
•ervance of the usual diplomatic for- 
malities, the arrangement was revoked 
By the enactment of the Wilson-Gor- 
man tariff law, - and the -plantations 
and sugar mills of Guatemala have 
since lain idle.' While the policy of 
the United States toward lie less popu- 
lous neighbor's has doubtless been in- 
spired • by friendly 
motives, these 


neighbors iftve 
learned, 
though a 


somewhat rough experience, thai- when 
our interests conflict with theirs we 
do not consider the consequences. 


Guatemala might easily sustain ten 


times its present population. /The soil 
is rich and easily cultivated, and, un- 
like the o^her Central America* repub- 
lics, there is plenty of labor. , Some 
parts of the country are quite thickly 
populated; but the" others are covered 
with dense forests and* a variety of 
timber, which mjght be easily made 
marketable if means of transportation 
were provided. But, although Guate- 
mala is much further advanced than 
the rest of Central America, her rail- 
way system does not exceed 250 miles; 
tfiere" is ao internal ~ navigation," and 
the wagon roads are in a deplorable 
condition. ,The mineral wealth of the 
country Is supposed to "be large; but it 
Is only slightly developed. The mines 
are inaccessible,' and, in,, the absence 
of modern machinery , which at present 
cannot be conveyed to them, cannot 
be worked with 'profit, 'The govern- 
ment offers g«ner<WB inducements to 
Immigrants. The land laws are liberal; 
and efforts have been made from time 
to time to secure the establishment of 
colonies and tHe pre-emption 'of public 
lanfls- by private' settlers! But' all the 
accessible are'a is'at' present occupied; 
and no foreigner can expect to prosper 
in Guatemala unless he has abundant 
capital 
which "'will enable him to 


purchase at high prices plantations al- 
ready developed. If peace could be as- 
sured, it railway "an<J wagon roads 
could be extended mto'tbe interior — 
so that the timber regions, the mineral 
deposits, and the 
wild 
agricultural 


lands could b& reached as conveniently 
as the new portions of our country — 
Guatemala wo'cld offer great advan- 
tages to the 'immigrant, and would en- 
joy a rapid development. 


Chinese Did. Not Know. 


The shape of the earth was suspected 


by some philosophers even in ancient 
tfmes, but tb^e idea "that a continent 
existed on the side opposite Europe 
does not appear tq have entered the 
mind of any 
one previous to the 


twelfth century, when its possible ex- 
istence was alluded to by two or three 
authors, from whom „ it is supposed 
Columbus received hints as to the fea- 
sibility of sailing entirely around the 
globe.
